TRAGEDY FEARS 
ON NEW BYPASS 


RESIDENTS in a village on the Powys/Shropshire border fear some¬ 
one will die before changes are made to a new bypass which they 
claim is dangerous. 


People in Four Crosses say the new £6 million bypass is a danger to pedestrians following 
a number of near-misses since it opened last year, while vehicles coming off the bypass into 
the village are speeding. Now the Welsh Assembly and Powys County Council say they will 
monitor speeds in the village in a bid to see what action can be taken. 


Sue Hendry, of the Four Crosses Drive Safe Group, said even though she had received 
backing from Montgomeryshire AM Russell George, she feared there would be a fatal crash 
before something is changed. She said: “I received messages from Powys County Council 
and Russell George and the council this week, but I fear it will take a fatality for people to

am not letting them forget this issue.” 

Mrs Hendry said she had been sent a let¬ 
ter from Chris Lloyd, area traffic engineer 
for the council, which said speed counters 
would be placed along the B4393, which 
comes off the bypass, in the near future.

HOUSEHOLDERS in Oswestry will get an 
unexpected bonus next spring - a four per 
cent cut in their council tax. 

Shropshire Council vowed to equalise 
council tax across the whole county when it 
took over from district and borough councils 
as the unitary authority in 2009 . 

But, while many were expecting that tax 
would rise to match the high costs in the 
Oswestry and south Shropshire areas, the 
council has decided to cut bills there. Most 
areas have annual bills for band D council 
tax of under £1,500, but in Oswestry it is 
£1,548 while in Ludlow it rises to £1,570. 

Council leader Keith Barrow said the 
council had pledged not to raise council 
taxes in 2013 and at a meeting in St Martins 
on Tuesday he revealed that in Oswestry 
and south Shropshire bills would tumble. 

“We said that we would even out the coun¬ 
cil tax across the authority. One area should 
not be paying more than another. People 
thought we would equalise the council tax 
upward but we decided to equalise it down¬ 
wards, which is good news for Oswestry.” 

He told the Gobowen, Selattyn, Weston 
Rhyn and St Martins Local Joint Commit¬ 
tee that the setting up of the Inspiring Part¬ 
nerships and Enterprise company within 
the unitary authority would help the 
finances of the council. 


“The Highway Authority will be putting 
down traffic speed counters in the near 
future to determine the actual traffic speeds 
along the B4393. Once this data has been 
collected and scrutinised a report will be 
issued to the community council and the 
police will be advised if speed is identified as 
a significant problem.” 

Meanwhile, Mr George said the Assembly 
has committed to carry out a speed review of 
the bypass. He said: “I raised a concern 
regarding speeding at Four Crosses at First 
Minister Questions in the Assembly on 
Tuesday, with the issue being in regard to 
road safety in the area following the con¬ 
struction of the bypass. 

“The First Minister said he was aware of 
the concerns in the Four Crosses area and he 
has committed to considering bringing for¬ 
ward a speed review.” 

Earlier this year, Mrs Hendry received 
messages from parents concerned that chil¬ 
dren were running out in front of traffic on 
the bypass. 

She said: “These boys are not only putting 
their lives in danger, they are also endanger¬ 
ing the motorists who are having to brake 
sharply to avoid running these children 
over.” 

Mrs Hendry added that the group has a 
Facebook page - Four Crosses Drive Safe - 
for residents to share their worries.

Town plan 
cost may 
reach up 
to £36,000 

THE COST of drawing up a 
new town plan for Oswestry 
will reach £36,000, town 
councillors have said. 

Oswestry is one of five 
parishes in Shropshire that 
has been singled out by the 
government to develop a 
community-led plan for oth¬ 
ers across the county and 
beyond to follow. 

But while another of the 
five, Kinnerley, has pro¬ 
duced a plan with little fund¬ 
ing and simply volunteer 
help, Oswestry is bringing in 
consultants. 

Kinnerley is one of the 
smaller parishes in Shrop¬ 
shire and volunteers were 
able to deliver question¬ 
naires about the plan to the 
almost 700 people in the 
area. 

But those involved say it is 
a major undertaking. 

The plan, a blueprint for 
the way that the people of 
Oswestry want to see the 
town develop and priorities 
for its future, has to be com¬ 
pleted by the end of August 
next year. 

Community action man¬ 
ager for Shropshire Council, 
Kate Garner, said: “The 
development of a new town 
plan for Oswestry is a major 
undertaking, therefore to 
mitigate risks and maximise 
the opportunities that could 
arise from it external con¬ 
sultants, with a strong track 
record of undertaking simi¬ 
lar pieces of work will be 
appointed to support the 
steering group.” 

Warning on 
party drug 

POLICE in Oswestry, once 
branded as one of the UK’s 
hotspots for use of the party 
drug GHB, have warned 
people not to be tempted to 
use it over the festive season. 

Officers claim they are 
winning their war against 
GHB in Oswestry and outly¬ 
ing areas of north Shrop¬ 
shire. 

Inspector Rik Klair today 
said it appeared misuse of 
the substance had decreased 
over the last 18 months.

Trust officer 
is to talk on 
wildflowers

THE Oswestry hills, one of 
the most outstanding wild- 
flower areas of Shropshire, 
will be the subject of a talk 
taking place in the town 
next week. 

Fiona Gomersall, Shrop¬ 
shire Wildlife Trust’s con¬ 
servation officer, will talk at 
the Methodist Church Hall, 
Castle Street, Oswestry, 
about the work the trust 
does in conserving rare 
species within the Shrop¬ 
shire landscape. 

She said nature reserves 
play a significant part in the 
conservation of rare species 
but says the trust is keen to 
see connections restored 
between areas of good 
wildlife habitat between and 
beyond nature reserves. 

She said: “To this end, we 
work with many landowners 
to bring about management 
which encourages grassland 
plants to flourish.” 

The event will be held on 
November 28 at 7.30pm. 

It has been arranged by 
the Oswestry Branch of 
Shropshire Wildlife Trust. 

Entry fees will be £2 for 
members or £3 for non¬ 
members. 


Protesters started a cam¬ 
paign to save the trees but 
now officials say there are 
two which are ‘definitely 
dead’ and will be cut down 
before the first week of 
December. 

Councillor Martin Ben¬ 
nett, town mayor, said a poll 
had been set up to ask resi¬ 
dents what they would like 
to see in their place. 

“We are looking to get rid 
of two trees in Festival 
Square,” he said. “It is not 
decided as yet which trees 
will replace them. There has 
been a suggestion made for 
Golden Rain trees. These 
are Chinese and more robust 
in urban environment. 

Urban 

“The two trees in Festival 
Square are definitely dead 
and we can’t leave dead trees 
in an urban environment.” 

There are nine cherry 
trees in the square in total. 

Jools Payne, from PR firm 
The Jools Payne Partner¬ 
ship, launched the campaign 
called Save the Red Square 
Trees. It led to people 
designing logos and T-shirts 
and Mrs Payne also organ¬ 
ised a tree hug event and a 
petition. 

She said: “It’s really sad to 
learn that the cherry trees 
will be felled.” 

She added: “The invita¬ 
tion to the people of 
Oswestry to have a say in 
what should replace them is 
very welcome but I would 
hate to see a uniform plant¬ 
ing of young trees of a pro¬ 
posed species like Golden 
Rain.”

Concern over 
housing plan 
behind pub 

COUNCILLORS have objected to plans for 
three houses to be built behind a pub. 

Stephen Jennings has asked Shropshire 
Council for permission to build the homes - 
one to be rented and two for sale - on land 
behind the 17th century, Grade II listed Tal¬ 
bot Inn in Ruyton-XI-Towns. 

The application was recently altered from 
the original scheme, in which all three 
houses would have been sold. 

Ruyton-XI-Towns Parish Council held an 
extraordinary meeting this week, after 
hearing about the changes. Chairman Coun¬ 
cillor Colin Case said 12 members of the pub¬ 
lic attended the meeting. 

He said: “We had a good, healthy debate 
and there were good points made by both 
sides. In the end it was four/three against 
the application. People were worried about 
the character of the pub. They were also con¬ 
cerned about access to the road.” 

In a letter to Shropshire Council from 
Kathy Else, a principal planner, she said the 
changes meant one of the homes would now 
be rented to make it affordable. 

She added: “A number of members of the 
parish council raised concerns about the loss 
of the grassed garden area as an outdoor 
resource for the pub. However to ensure 
that an outside area is provided the appli¬ 
cant will improve the existing area directly 
to the rear for the public house.” 

Councillor Case said the pub owners had 
asked for permission to convert its former 
barn and stable into a holiday home in Jan¬ 
uary. The parish council supported the plan 
on the condition it was not sold separately.

Council, said the community of Chirk 
strongly objected to the route of the over¬ 
head electricity line. 

“This is a part of Chirk designated a spe¬ 
cial landscape area and as such this wonder¬ 
ful amenity must be preserved,” she said. 

“At Pont-Y-Blew the River Dee and 
Ceiriog meet and the area has historic 
value. 

“There is no doubt that the overhead line 
will cause considerable change to the land¬ 
scape. We recommend that the line is placed 
below ground.” 

St Martins resident Ron Allisonsaid: “We 
already have two major lines, a minor one 
and a plethora of local, single and three 
point overhead supply lines. They are grad¬ 
ually destroying the character and beauty of 
our parish.”

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Hopes new water blend will 
pass consumers' taste test 


THE WATER supplied to thousands of house¬ 
holds in Oswestry will be changed in January 
in an attempt to improve its taste. 

Residents in the town have been complaining for a decade 
about the taste and quality of the water from their taps, 
claiming it furred up appliances and tasted of chlorine. 

But now officials at Severn Trent have agreed to change 
the supply. 


The current supply is 
made up of a mix of water 
from the River Severn and 
groundwater boreholes. 

Severn Trent now plans to 
change that blend over a 
period of several days, with a 
proposed start date of Janu¬ 
ary 15, and says there will be 
a ‘more consistent taste and 
odour’. 

The change would see less 
just 10 per cent of the water 
coming from the River Sev¬ 
ern. 

Severn Trent could also 
work on reducing the chlo¬ 
rine level. 

The company will be hold¬ 
ing drop-in sessions in the 
town next month for mem¬ 
bers of the public to find out 
more. 

A spokesman said: 
“Today, customers in 
Oswestry receive a blend of 
water that is made up of 
around 50 per cent borehole 
water, taken from the site in 
Pentre near Nesscliffe, and 
50 per cent from the River 
Severn, which is treated at 
our Shelton plant, in 
Shrewsbury.

“The new blending 
arrangements are planned 
to be introduced in the New 
Year. 

They will see Oswestry’s 
water supply being made up 
of 50 per cent water from 
Pentre and 40 per cent from 
Eyton boreholes, with the 
remainder of the supply 
being made up from water 
from Shelton.” 

Completed 

The spokesman added: 
“We are also putting in place 
plans to build a new covered 
reservoir which we hope will 
be completed in 2014. 

“If the planning process is 
approved and we are able to 
construct the new covered 
reservoir, we will also be able 
to lower chlorine levels even 
more, which will improve 
the taste of the water even 
further.” 

Councillor Martin Ben¬ 
nett, the mayor, said: “We 
look forward to trying the 
new blend of water.”

Think twice over venting views on social networks 


BEWARE the land of Twitter and 
Facebook. It’s not the haven of 
free speech that you might think. 

Celebrity Twitters are bracing them¬ 
selves for a barrage of lawsuits after going 
‘public’ with tweets about Lord McAlpine 
only to find he had been wrongly accused of 
being a child molester. He is expected to sue 
at least 10,000 people over the malicious 
claims that appeared in the wake of a BBC 
Newsnight inquiry into a paedophile ring at 
care homes in North Wales. 

And he could hit high-profile tweeters 
such as Speaker’s wife Sally Bercow and 
comedian Alan Davies who both mentioned 
the peer on their accounts. The sensational 
move could involve the largest number of 
defendants in British legal history. 

Too many people think the social media 
networks are a safe haven where accusa¬ 
tions and allegations can be made freely. 
This week I caught sight of two malicious 



Twitter accounts clearly libelling several 
people from the Oswestry area. The authors 
run a serious risk of ending up in the same 
dock as many singled out by Lord McAlpine. 

The harsh facts are that we can’t go 
around publishing accusations about others 
on social network sites and think we will get 
away with it. When Lord McAlpine starts 
winning cases - as he will - a lot of other peo¬ 
ple will be shaking in their shoes.

AND JUST to emphasise the dangers con¬ 
sider the impact of an innocent tweet by 


Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies this 
week. 

The Berriew farmer has been forced to 
defend a tongue-in-cheek tweet about want¬ 
ing to shoot a stag with a 12-bore after it had 
wandered into his garden. 

He tweeted to his 1,560 followers: “Beau¬ 
tiful antlered stag in the garden, grazing on 
shrubs border. Oohs of admiration from 
family. I just wished I still had my 12-bore 
handy.” 

Animal welfare groups, the RSPCA and 
the League Against Cruel Sports, jumped on 
Mr Davies for his comments, no doubt 
prompted by a mischievous daily newspaper 
reporter. 

The MP said they had suffered ‘a sense of 
humour bypass’. He claimed not to have 
shot anything for 40 years and said his tweet 
was meant as a joke. 

Just goes to prove that everyone who pub¬ 
lishes today, whether in print or online, 
must operate under the same guidelines as 


your local newspaper - and that’s not easy 
to understand for the man in the street.

WHEN Neil Kristopher gave up his 
promising West End career in 
musical theatre to return to 
Shropshire after the death of his 
father he wondered whether he 
would ever sing again. 

He never hesitated in his decision to step 
in and help his mum Lynne run the family 
business, the popular Bell pub in Oswestry. 

But now the 31-year-old is rebuilding his 
musical future and fast gaining a following 
in Shropshire and beyond. 

On November 30 he will be singing at 
Wilsons in Oswestry. 

Neil decided to follow his love of perform¬ 
ing arts in 2003 when he took up a place at 
the Mount View Academy in London 2003, 
the college where stars such as Amanda 
Holden, Denise Walsh and Connie Fisher 
trained. 

He quickly won parts in college produc¬ 
tions and his end-of-college showcase 
brought interest from agents. 

“When I graduated I got auditions and I 
won a role in Starlight Express, as Rusty’s 
understudy,” he said. 

Painful 

But while rehearsing on the roller skates 
that the Lloyd Webber musical is famous for, 
disaster struck. 

“I fell during rehearsals and I broke my 
shoulder. It put me out, not only of the show 
but also out of the running for other jobs for 
several months.” 

A long period of painful recuperation fol¬ 
lowed. 

As he recovered Neil began getting audi¬ 
tions for professional parts once again. 

However it was just as he was looking for¬ 
ward to the future tragedy befell the family. 

Neil’s father, popular licensee, Chris Mor¬ 
ris, died. 

The family was devastated and he imme¬ 
diately returned to Oswestry to comfort

mother, Lynne, and help to keep The Bell 
open. 

“My dad was so proud of me,” he said. 

“He and mum travelled down to London 
to see my college productions and he was 
thrilled when I got the part in Starlight 
Express.” 

Eventually the family decided to give up 
the pub and Neil started work at Cruckton 
Hall in Shropshire, a school for children 
with autism, a job he still does full time. 


“I wondered whether I would ever sing 
again and whether I had been right to follow 
my heart into performing arts.”

Encouraged by family and friends he 
started singing again. 

“I decided I would put everything into 
making a go of singing professionally.”

TRIPPED UP ON BROKEN PAVING SLAB? 

Q: I was walking along my local high street on a Monday lunchtime approximately 4 weeks ago to go and get something to eat during my lunch hour when 
I tripped and fell on a broken paving slab. When I fell to the ground I put out my hands in front of me to break my fall and in doing so I broke my right wrist. I 
am a secretary and have been unable to work for the last month. Do I have a case against the council? If I do have a case against the council can I reclaim 
any lost earnings? 

A: Council’s throughout the country have a duty to regularly inspect, maintain and repair local footpaths. It is for the council to show that they have a 
reasonable (and effective) inspection regime in place. If the council can not produce evidence that the area where you tripped was inspected regularly 
and that any defects were spotted and quickly repaired then you may have a case. The first step is to contact a local solicitor who will be able to advice 
you further on your case (and will likely want to see photographs and measurements of the defect - or obtain their own) and prepare a letter directed to 
the council giving brief details of your claim and also requesting copies of the relevant inspection records. Once your solicitor has a copy of the relevant 
inspection records they will be much better placed to advise you on the viability of your case. 

If you were successful in pursuing a claim in personal injury against the council you would be able to include a claim for 
any earnings that you have lost as a direct result of the injury they caused.

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Funding 
chances 
for Mere 
landscape 

BOSSES at a beauty spot in 
north Shropshire will get a 
chance to apply for yet more 
funding to help restore the 
landscape, it has been 
revealed. 

The Marches Meres and 
Mosses Nature Reserve, one 
of the largest in the country, 
was handed £560,000 by the 
Government Department 
for the Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs when it 
was named a Nature 
Improvement Area (NIA) in 
February. 

Now, in addition to that 
money the Forestry Com¬ 
mission has announced a 
new scheme which offers 
grants of up to £4,800 per 
hectare to further enhance 
the landscape. 

But it is not yet known 
how much extra money the 
13,000 hectare site will be 
given. 

As part of the improve¬ 
ment work trees will be 
removed and replanted to 
re-wet the ground, improve 
water quality and encourage 
a mixture of habitats. 

Bosses at the government 
department want to encour¬ 
age landowners to nurture 
trees and the Forestry Com¬ 
mission has decided to sup¬ 
port the scheme because of 
its importance to the envi¬ 
ronment. 

Ewan Calcott from the 
Forestry Commission said 
the site in north Shropshire 
is one of the areas they will 
focus on. 

He said: “The Meres and 
Mosses NIA is a really excit¬ 
ing project.”

MP defends his 'humorous'

Mr Davies has been criticised by animal welfare groups since making the comment on 
Twitter - despite saying he had written it in “good humour”. The MP said he wanted to 
shoot the deer which had made its way into his garden in Berriew, near Welshpool. 

He tweeted to his 1,560 followers: “Beautiful antlered stag in the garden, grazing on 
shrubs border. Oohs of admiration from family. I just wished I still had my 12-bore handy.” 
Animal welfare groups, The RSPCA and The League Against Cruel Sports, criticised Mr 

Davies for his comments, but the MP said 
they had ‘a sense of humour bypass’. 

Joe Duckworth, a spokesman from the 
League Against Cruel Sports said: “We 
worry about the Government’s underlying 
beliefs about the importance of our wildlife. 
It should be respected.” 

And a spokeswoman for the RSPCA, 
added: “It is sad when people can’t see the 
beauty in a wild animal like this and just 
want to kill it. ” 


Summer may 
see park open 


WELSHPOOL’S new country park could 
open to the public as early as next summer, 
the Mayor has revealed. 

Last year it was revealed an agreement 
had been reached to lease a three-acre patch 
of land behind The Flash and a £45,000 
town council investment will create a new 
open space for the town to enjoy. 

And Cllr. John Meredith said work will 
continue throughout the winter in a bid to 
be ready for June. 

“This will become a real focal point for 
families to enjoy and a place that brings peo¬ 
ple together,” said Cllr Meredith.

But Mr Davies, MP for Montgomeryshire, 
said he hadn’t shot anything for more than 
40 years and said the tweet was written in a 
humorous tone. He said: “My biggest regret 
about my comments was that I wouldn’t use 
a 12-bore if I was doing it, I would get a pro¬ 
fessional to use a proper rifle. 

“I think these groups must have suffered 
a sense of humour bypass. I wrote that tweet 
in good humour, but it is about a serious 
problem for the Welshpool area. 

“So many deer have escaped from the 
Powis Castle grounds and that area over the 
years, that they are taking over woodland. 
They are beautiful animals to look at but 
create serious problems and can destroy 
woodland.” He added: “I’ve had a backlash 
about the tweet, but I have a thick skin.” 

About his Twitter use, he said: “I try and 
keep it humorous and also use it to comment 
on serious issues. I now think boring is prob¬ 
ably best.”

One-stop 
shop trial 
at library 
monitored 

OSWESTRY library has 
been turned into a one-stop- 
shop for services as part of a 
pilot scheme. 

Shropshire Council has 
now been running the initia¬ 
tive, which has brought vol¬ 
untary and council services 
together inside the library, 
for about two months. 

Councillor Martin Ben¬ 
nett said today he had been 
monitoring the situation 
which has recently had some 
tweaks made to it.

The services in the library 
include some that were pre¬ 
viously housed nearby in 
Castle View and The Citi¬ 
zens Advice Bureau. 

An online petition was 
launched by some residents 
after it was feared the 
library could become over¬ 
crowded and less quiet as a 
result of the changes. 

Councillor Bennett said 
he has not received any com¬ 
plaints recently about the 
way things were going at the 
library.

Row over site 
for travellers 


A NEW bid to build a travellers’ site near a Shropshire golf club has 
sparked fresh controversy. 

Travellers Jerry and Michelle Berry say their new application is ‘significantly different’ 
to an unsuccessful bid lodged two years ago to develop the site opposite Henlle Park Golf 
Club at Gobowen. 

But the new bid has attracted further complaints about the development, which was 
started without planning permission in 2010. The couple’s previous bid, which attracted 
more than 80 objections and was rejected by Shropshire Council, would have seen four 

chalets and four caravan pitches built. 

The Berry family last month submitted a 
fresh bid for just one mobile home and one 
touring caravan pitch for the same site, 
which is a former rubbish tip. 

The family lodged the plans after claim¬ 
ing there was a shortage of traveller sites in 
Shropshire. They say they want to live in 
the Oswestry area, where they have ties. 

But a dozen objections against the fresh 
plan have already been lodged with Shrop¬ 
shire Council. 

Structure 

Objector Chris Hodges said: “With such a 
beautiful structure at Henlle Park Golf 
Club, the gipsy site is far from adding to the 
natural surroundings.” 

Henlle Park Golf Club member Jenny 
Willett said: “In my view, if you approve the 
site as a gipsy and traveller site there will be 
future arguments whether the area has 
been approved for other travellers.” 

Objector Terence Price said: “The siting 
of any so-called travellers’ site in the vicin¬ 
ity of the golf club and Lion Quays Hotel will 
be a blight on the landscape.” 

Councillor David Lloyd said: “In the light 
of a previously determined application that 
was rejected and subsequently confirmed at 
appeal, one cannot but oppose this. 

“The lack of information, precise location 
and layout is also deplorable.” 

Shropshire Council hopes to determine 
the new bid by December 10.

Prison threat 
over no-show 

A 46-YEAR-OLD woman from Oswestry has 
been told that she faces prison if she fails to 
show up for unpaid work for a second time. 

Juliet Susan Miller, of Castlefields, was 
given 200 hours of unpaid work for an 
offence of wounding which happened on 
July 1 last year. But she was back at Shrews¬ 
bury Crown Court on Friday as she had 
failed to attend a work session on Septem¬ 
ber 17. Judge Robin Onions gave Miller an 
additional 28 hours of unpaid work - and 
warned her that she was on her last chance. 

He told her: “Your attitude to the victim 
was one of indifference and now here you 
are breaching the order. I think you are 
going to breach again and if you do I’m going 
to lock you up.” 

Mr Huw Edwards, for Miller, said his 
client was a heroin addict. He said on the 
day of the breach she was waiting for the 
council to fix a leak in her property and had 
also gone out to pick up a prescription. 

Miller must also pay £72 court costs.

PLANS to spend £150,000 setting up a com¬ 
pany to take over the running of council hous¬ 
ing in Shropshire have edged closer, with 
senior councillors backing the proposals. 

Shropshire Council wants to change the way its 4,200 
properties in the Oswestry and Bridgnorth areas are man- 


Although the authority 
will continue to own the 
homes, it wants them to be 
maintained by an arm’s 
length management com¬ 
pany, which it will also own. 

The name of the new com¬ 
pany was revealed as Shrop¬ 
shire Towns and Rural 
Housing, or Star Housing, at 
last Wednesday’s cabinet 
meeting. 

The plan is for Star Hous¬ 
ing to be run by a manage¬ 
ment board made up of 
tenants, councillors, volun¬ 
teers and housing staff. 

It will come into being in 
April if councillors give their 
approval. 

Councillor Malcolm Price 
said there had been ‘exten¬ 
sive’ consultation with the 
affected residents through 
letters and drop-in events. 

Favour 

A report to the meeting 
said only 14 per cent of 
affected tenants responded 
to the consultation. 

Of those, nearly half said 
they were in favour of the 
plans. 

Some tenants, including 
the Oswestry Defend Coun¬ 
cil Housing campaign group, 
had raised fears that the 
move could pave the way for 
privatisation of Shropshire 
Council’s remaining council 
housing stock. 

But Councillor Price 
defended the changes, say¬ 
ing: “There is nothing in this 
for Shropshire Council.” 

He said the plan was for 
some Shropshire Council 
employees to be transferred 
to Star Housing ‘on their 
current pay and conditions’ 
and the council’s budget for 
looking after the homes will 
be preserved. 

The set up cost for Star 
Housing is estimated to be 
£150,000 and is subject to 
approval by the full council.

Fears out-of-town store 
could hit shops in centre 


A CAMPAIGN group in Oswestry has raised 
fears that shoppers could be driven out of 
the town if one of its supermarkets closes. 

Members of the OS21 group said plans for 
the Morrisons store in Station Road to be 
replaced potentially by an out-of-town 
supermarket as part of the £45 million 
Smithfield redevelopment posed a ‘serious 
threat’ to the town centre’s economy. 

It comes after officials at the store admit¬ 
ted the current supermarket could be rented 
out to a non-food business once the Smith- 
field store opens in 2014. 

Morrisons is currently refurbishing the 
former BP garage in Beatrice Street which 
it bought last year. The work is due to be fin¬ 
ished by mid-December, but there are plans 


to create a smaller Morrisons Local store as 
part of the petrol station site in the future. 

Jessie Millar, from the campaign group, 
said: “OS21 welcomes the news that Mor¬ 
risons intends to go ahead with the revamp 
of the Beatrice Street petrol station as it’s an 
important and useful service. However, we 
remain opposed to the out-of-town develop¬ 
ment and the out-of-town store Morrison’s 
intends to open, as we feel it poses a serious 
threat to the town centre economy.” 

Frank Cromie, general manager of the 
Morrisons store in Station Road, has previ¬ 
ously said a new supermarket and petrol 
station would be built as part of the Smith- 
field site and that the existing store could be 
rented out in future.

A FORMER military airbase near Oswestry 
is now a thriving industrial estate.

The form says: “Working 
with the Oswestry Joint 
Economic Board, compris¬ 
ing of Shropshire Council 
and Oswestry Town Council, 
the aim is to create an 
attractive and customer 
friendly town centre. 

“The focus for the grants 
will be on properties in the

town centre and can support 
works to carry out building 
improvements, shop fittings 
and schemes to bring vacant 
space into use including 
upper levels. There are two 
strands to his capital grant 
scheme. 

“Grants up to a maximum 
of 50 per cent to enable 
empty premises in the town 
centre to be brought back 
into use. 

“Grants up to a maximum 
of 75 per cent towards exter¬ 
nal improvements to build¬ 
ings as part of the overall 
revitalisation scheme. 

“Applicants are expected 
to request the minimum 
amount of grant needed to 
deliver the project and pro¬ 
vide match funding from 
their own sources. 

“The grants are for capital 
works not yet started or 
items that have not yet been 
purchased.” 

The shop project is one of 
several ideas from the eco¬ 
nomic board which also 
include helping people to 
start up their own business.

Extra work

Dog creche owner raising 
money for Kenyan school 


SHE HAS travelled the world, lived in Indonesia and now teaches at a 
school in Kenya. 

Rebecca Chahar-Evans was born and raised in Oswestry and owns a dog creche business, 
called Hounds at Home, in the town. 

The 43-year-old is also a teacher and travels regularly to Daiga, in Kenya, to educate 
youngsters in humanities and geography at the primary school there. 

She last visited Kenya in February and this was when she decided to raise the cash for a 
concrete classroom at the school. It currently has classrooms made of soil and wood which 


can get destroyed by annual monsoons. 

Earlier this month she organised an 
evening talk and book signing event in 
Oswestry, with the help of her mother 
Eleanor Knighton, where she raised £1,000. 

The event also saw local author Idris 
Evans agree to donated £1 for each book he 
sold that night. 

With cash from the fundraising night and 
other donations she received she can now 
return to Kenya to see the building work 
start. 

She said: “I am really chuffed. It means I 
won’t get muddy feet when I teach.” 

Craftsmen 

When she returns to Kenya she said there 
would be an army of parents, helpers and 
craftsmen ready to help to build the new 
classroom. 

“I have been going to Kenya for 12 years,” 
she said. 

“My best friend moved there, still lives 
there and works for a humanitarian charity. 
That is how I got involved with the school in 
Kenya. 

“I started going there on holidays and now 
I go every year for my holidays.” 

Rebecca was educated in Oswestry before 
going to university at Bristol to study educa¬ 
tion and geography. 

“Then I did the travelling year-out thing 
and ended up living in Indonesia,” she said. 
“I married a tribesman.” 

Her travels have seen her visiting many 



countries including North America, South 
America, Asia and Australia. 

She said: “When I first went travelling I 
went around the world for three years.” 

She then returned to Bristol to teach. 

But her life took another turn and she has 
now moved back to Oswestry where she set 
up her business looking after people’s pet 
dogs. 

Travel 

Running her own business means she still 
has time to travel to Kenya to teach at the 
school which has 258 children. 

The pupils there are aged up to 11 years 
old. 

She said she enjoys teaching geography 
and humanities and has also bought the 
school a globe to learn about other countries 
in the world. 

Rebecca said she feels fortunate to be able 
to travel to Kenya still. 

“Some people don’t have the opportunity 
that has be presented to me,” she said.

Few finer sights than our 
own jackal - the red fox 


NAMIBIA is a land of contrasts. 
Relatively lush in the northern¬ 
most tip, scrubby savannah south 
of that, before becoming awash 
with sand and desert for most of 
its middle section and home to a 
raging river on its southern bor¬ 
der with South Africa. 

I needn’t remind sailors of flimsy vessels 
that it also has an infamously brutal coast¬ 
line, rarely survived in case of shipwreck. 

But the stark beauty of Namibia is not 
just to be found in its sand dunes, bush- 
man-inhabited scrub and wildlife-rich salt 
pans, you don’t need daylight to appreciate 
this place. 

My gaze was drawn away from the ‘bush 
TV’ (the campfire) and upward into the 
heavens. There lay a billion clusters of 
stars, a cacophony of diamonds on a vast 
sheet of black nothingness. 

It was late and as my fellow campers 
made their excuses and crawled into their 
tents, I took a last chicken leg from the 
blackened grill and retired myself, surren¬ 
dering my weary yet satiated body to sleep. 
I was woken by a snuffling sound outside 
the tent flaps. 

Fearing it may be a hyena and not want¬ 
ing to go the same way as a fellow camper 
some years back, (who peered out to see 
one of these odious beasts finishing off his 
supper before making a start - and end - 
on him), I was rather relieved to see the 
outline of a small dog. I crept out for a 
closer look. It was not a feral hound from 
some desert tribe, but a jackal, savaging 
for scraps. 

I walked over to the dying embers of the 
fire and sat as he approached. I took down

a partially eaten spare rib and held it out 
for him. He grabbed it with barely a snap 
and returned to the dark. The following 
morning we were told that jackals had 
been seen around the camp the previous 
evening. 

We were not to feed them. They were 
often inclined to bite and they carried 
rabies. 

Jackals are ‘habitat generalists’, surviv¬ 
ing in a vast array of environments. 

Flourish 

They are also omnivorous, eating 
rodents, birds, eggs, insects, fruits and 
berries. And of course they will also scav¬ 
enge from humans, wherever they can find 
us. 

Indeed even in the driest deserts (such 
as the Namib) they seem to flourish. Fur¬ 
ther north however in the Arctic, there is 
a different dog in town. 

The red fox is our very own jackal and 
although the two are only distantly 
related, they share almost all the same 
characteristics. 

So well adapted to their surroundings 
are they, that red foxes are found almost 
everywhere in the Northern hemisphere. 

They are native to Europe, Asia south to 
India and east to Japan, parts of northern 
Africa and the Middle East, and North

America. They have been introduced to 
Australia. 

Just like their African cousins, our foxes 
are omnivorous and consume a wide vari¬ 
ety of plant and animal prey. 

Their basic diet is small rodents but they 
also hunt rabbits, birds, and the occasional 
squirrel. 

Berries and rosehips are an important 
part of their diet in some seasons and they 
will also eat crabs, earthworms and any 


carrion available from road or field. As the 
land becomes bare in December, it is possi¬ 
ble to start seeing more foxes and maybe 
you’ll agree with me that there can be few 
finer sights on a still, snowy morning, 
whether in town or country.

Heritage 
site to get 
gardens 
project 

A PROJECT has been 
launched to develop a com¬ 
munity garden in a Unesco 
World Heritage Site on the 
Shropshire border. 

The Llangollen Canal and 
its famous Thomas Telford- 
built Pontcysyllte aqueduct 
won the prestigious title in 
2009, putting it on a par with 
global wonders like the Taj 
Mahal and the Great Barrier 
Reef. 

Plans are now being devel¬ 
oped for a community gar¬ 
den at Chirk Bank, which is 
within the World Heritage 
Site area, with developers 
saying it will provide an area 
of peace and tranquility for 
locals and visitors alike. 

The group behind the plan 
has asked for funding from 
the area’s local joint com¬ 
mittee, which meets on 
Tuesday. 

A report to the committee 
says: “This project has been 
submitted by Chirk Bank 
Community Chapel in order 
that the group can facilitate 
a community allotment proj¬ 
ect alongside the canal. 

“The site has five allot¬ 
ments which are maintained 
by local residents. The group 
wish to set up a community 
garden and wildlife area to 
the front of the site with dis¬ 
abled benches. 

“The new areas will be 
tended by the existing allot¬ 
ment holders and open to 
the community to assist. 
The site will help create an 
area of tranquility.”

Looking back at town 
shops of yesteryear

HOW do you do your 
shopping? Well, let’s 
guess. 

No need to bother with milk, 
because the milkman leaves that 
on the doorstep. For your meat, 
you go to - and where else? - your 
local butcher. Fish means a trip to 
the fishmonger and, for groceries, 
obviously you visit your local gro¬ 
cer. Or maybe you just go to the 
supermarket and get everything 
from there? 

The latter is what people tend 
to do nowadays, and the result 
has been the disappearance of 
many traditional shops which did 
not stock a whole range of goods, 
but concentrated on what they 
did best and gave a personal and 
highly knowledgeable service. 

Here is a photographic 
reminder of some of Oswestry’s 
stores from yesteryear. 

First we shall start with a 
photo of J. Faulks and Sons gen¬ 
eral butchers in the town, with all 
the meat hanging outside the 
front in a way you just don’t see 
nowadays. This particular photo 
was discovered by Mr Derek 
Faulks in his home in Sefton 
Place, back in 2002. 

The 1941 Kelly’s Directory has 
Faulks Bros, butchers being at 26 
and 28 Leg Street, although the 
photo looks like it might be a bit 
earlier. Take a look at the cobbles 
in front of the shop. 



Speaking at the time he found 
the photo, Mr Faulks said he 
thought his father’s uncle, 
George Faulks, was standing in 
the doorway. He said: “I think 
the other man is my father’s 
grandfather, but I’m not sure of 
his name. I remember visiting 
the shop as a schoolboy with my 
mother and seeing whole lambs 
and sides of beef hanging up, and 
a bench outside with cut meats 
on. I think the business closed 
down in around 1945, but I’ve no 
idea why.” 


Irwins at 8 Bailey Street must 
have been among the biggest 
stores in the town, judging by 
the number of staff posing out¬ 
side, together with what is pre¬ 
sumably a delivery van on the 
far right. 

Advertised 

This photo, which looks like it 
dates from the 1930s, came from 
a Mrs Oliver of Ford. Irwins was 
a grocery business but does seem 
to have been a 1930s equivalent 
of today’s supermarkets and 
among the products advertised 


in the windows posters are mar¬ 
malade, aspirin, and butter. 

Lastly we have Hunters Ltd, 
which were at The Cross. 

While the sign above the store 
describes them as ‘Provision 
Importers’ and ‘Tea & Coffee 
Merchants’, the store obviously 
had lots of strings to its bow as 
the wares on display range from 
meat, to Quaker oats, butter, 
Canadian cheese, saucepans and 
buckets. The photo looks as 
though it might date from 
shortly before World War One.

Yeti helping Skoda 
smash sales record 


THE NEWS on the street is that 
Skoda bosses are planning a 
party to celebrate record sales 
figures. 

While many, more prominent brands, are 
finding the going tough it seems Skoda has 
found the right formula and has already bro¬ 
ken last year’s record figures with just 10 
months of the year gone.

Having just driven Skoda’s outstanding 
Yeti it doesn’t surprise me one bit. I’d already 
been impressed by the model and the 1.6TDi 
Elegance GreenLine didn’t disappoint either. 

The Yeti has built up a big following since 
launch and really is a stylish and practical 
alternative to the traditional family hatch¬ 
back. 

Comfortable 

The test model was a two wheel drive 
example with a responsive 1.6TDi CR 105PS 
engine and five speed gearbox. 

The GreenLine is built to be friendly to the 
planet and emits only 119g/km and tops 61 
miles to a gallon of diesel on the combined 
circuit. Performance isn’t compromised 
though because this model has a top speed of 
109mph and 0-62mph in 12.1seconds. 

It’s also fun to drive with surprisingly 
sharp steering and body control. There’s a 
massive cabin and versatile seating arrange¬ 
ments making this model an ideal family 
unit. There’s comfortable seating, head room 
to spare and plenty of room for five as well as 
all their luggage. 

The distinctive shape means you’ll either

be a fan or take an instant dislike but rising 
sales seem to suggest most people find this an 
attractive proposition. 

The high seating position means vision is 
superb and park assist helps in those tight 
spaces. Seven airbags help protect driver and 
passenger and there’s hill hold control 
together with a fuel saving stop-start system. 

All models have active anti-whiplash head 
restraints and twin front-, side- and curtain 
airbags. Models from S trim upwards get a 
driver’s knee bag. Four-wheel drive cars have 
stability control as standard, but on front- 
wheel drive models, it only comes as standard 
on Greenline II and Elegance-trimmed mod¬ 
els. An alarm is standard across the range. 

In gleaming white and with ride height low¬ 
ered by 20mm to improve aerodynamics the 
Yeti on test had an imposing presence while 
16” alloys, full leather interior, four-spoke 
multi-function steering wheel and full leather 
upholstery mean the model is well specced. 

There’s a bit too much wind noise for my 
liking and the rear seats are a good bit heavier 
than expected. The test model was more at 
home around town than in the country and 
I’m pretty sure I’d be going for the four wheel 
drive version to get the full benefit. 

The test models hits the road at £20,540 
which included £65 for floor mats. If I’m pay¬ 
ing over £20,000 for a car I expect mats as 
standard.
